President Truman today asked 
church support for his lagging leg­ 
islative program, emphasizing that 
persona "greedy for gold” threaten 
the future of the nation and th* 
world. 
He called for a "genuine renewal 
of religious faith” aa the only 
solution to problems of the atomio 
age. 
Addressee Church Council 
Mr. Truman spoka to a special 
meeting of the Federal Council of 
th# Churches of Christ In Amer­ 
ica, an organisation of most of 
the Protestant denomination* In 
this country. His address wa* 
broadcast around the world. 
The President said that man­ 
kind is on th* threshold either of 
destruction or of the greatest aga 
in history because of “the gigan­ 
tic power which man has acquired 
through atomic anergy.” 
"Only a high moral code can 
master this new power of the uni­ 
verse and develop it for the com­ 
mon good,” he said. "When the 
aagee and the scientists, the phil­ 
osophers and the statesmen, have 
all exhausted their studies of 
atomic energy, only one solution 
will remain—the substitution of 
decency and reason and brother­ 
hood for the rule of force In the 
government of man.” 
Stresses Religious Faith 
“There is no problem on this 
earth tough enough to withstand 
the flame of a genuine renewal of 
religious faith.” 
Along with his appeal for a re­ 
surgence of religious belief, Mr. 
Truman sharply criticized those 
who oppose hia legislative pro­ 
gram before congress. 
“If we really believed in the 
brotherhood of man," he told th# 
meeting of churchmen “it would 
not be necessary to pas* a fair 
employment practices act.” 
Mr. Truman has asked for this 
legislation, but thus far Southern 
congressmen have defeated him. 
“If certain Interests were not so 
greedy for gold, there would be 
less pressure and lobbying to in­ 
due* the congress to allow the 
price control act to expire,” he 
•aid, "or to keep down minimum 
wages, or to permit further con­ 
centration of economic power.”

In tom* instance#, the convulsions 
may indicate soma serious disor­ 
der. In many other casas, they may 
be produced by milder or less se­ 
rious conditions. 
The convulsions that occur dur­ 
ing the first month of life in the 
large percentage of casas are 
caused by injury to the brain which 
occurred at the time of birth. When 
the birth is difficult, the baby ie 
more likely to be a victim of this 
type of injury. The symptoms of 
such injuries to the brain may not 
appear for several days after 
birth. 
« i , • 1 1 
Damage By Bleeding 
Tho -damage usually is dona by 
bleeding into the brain tissues. The 
severity of the symptoms will de­ 
pend upon how much bleeding has 
occurred. Many infants with this 
condition recover completely if 
given proper treatment early. Fee­ 
ble crying, excessive aleeplness 
and irritability and failure of the 
baby to nurse ere symptome which 
may indicate that a birth injury 
has occurred. 
A bluish color of the skin called 
cyanosis and irregular breathing 
are usually present before convul­ 
sions develop. Muscular twitching 
and paralysis may also precede a 
convulsive seizure. 
Examination of some of the 
fluid from the spine may be help­ 
ful in making a diagnosis. When 
bleeding into the brain has oc­ 
curred, the spinal fluid usually 


contains 
some 
There i« also a yellowish color to 
the fluid. However, the fart that 
the spinal fluid is not discolored 
or appears normal in every way 
does not necessarily mean that a 
brain hemorrhage has not oc­ 
curred. 
Present Hemorrhage 
In treating the convulsions, ef­ 
forts should be made to prevent 
further hemorrhage and to lessen 
the pressure within the skull cav­ 
ity. According to Dr. Gerald C. 
O’Neil of Nebraska, the giving of 
vitamin K and the injection of 
blood into a muscle may be help­ 
ful in checking further bleeding 
in many cases. The baby should 
be kept quiet and handled aa little 
as possible. 
Repeated removal of fluid from 
the spine may be of value in re­ 
ducing the pressure. However, 
care must be taken in carrying out 
this form of treatment. Drugs 
whieh quiet the nervous system 
may also be employed under the 
physicians directions and in th# 
does which he prescribes. Some 
physicians recommend the use of 
continuous oxygen in certain of 
theta conditions.
